MOSCOW, Sept. 28. — 
(BUP) — Russian rein- 
forcements are streaming 
across the Volga river tu 
the aid of the hard-pressed 
defenders of Stalingrad.

War Institutes 
Several Fears 
Among People 


The war has given rise to three 
new fears, the Rev. J. MacBeath 
Miller, minister of the First Pres- 
byterian Church, declared in his 
Sunday morning sermon, He oc- 
cupied the pulpit Sunday at St. 
Andrew's Presbyterian church. 
“There is fear for someone in it; 

fear of the war itself; and fear of | 
what may come afterward,” he said. 
Continuing, he said that the only 


way in which fear may be conquer- |- . 


ed is to define it, trace it to its 
root, and “then surrender our lives | 
to God.” | 

He cited the episode of St. Fran- 
cis and the leper as an example of | 
victory over fear, then read a letter 
from a mother whose son is in the 
navy. This woman has found her 
release from fear by helping others. 


ANOTHER METHOD 


“Another way we may ease our 
fears is by fellowship,” he said. “We 
all find fear diminished when we 
are with others. Following some 
of the worst raids on Plymouth, the 
mayor there ordered citizens from 
individual shelters to large com- 
munity air raid shelters. He did 
this because there was less panic 
and depression when the people 
faced their terror together.” 

The minister concluded his ser- 
mon by saying that we should rea- 
lize we are not holding God, but 
that He is holding us—that we 
should relax and turn to his eternal 
presence, 


AT KNOX CHURCH 

Speaking at Knox United church, 
Sunday, the Rev. Elgin G. Turnbull 
said that one of the familiar de- 
lusions concerning Chri8tianity is 
that it is a system of. humanitarian 
ethics. 

“It is that,” Mr, Turnbull said, 
“but it is more. Jesus ‘invested 
Christianity supremely with a sav- 
ing significance. In fact, the name 
of Jesus means salvation.” 

He continued by stating that this 
means that, in spite of everything, 
God has not given up His world. 
He is the eminent God in .the 
blood, slaughter and destruction of 
war. 

“Through a living Christianity 
the personalities moved by 
Him, I have faith to believe that 
the world will yet be redeemed,” 
he concluded.

It wasn’t possible to ppint to 
any particular activity and say it 
was the second front. What was 
wanted was the greatest possible 
effort on all fronts. 

It was perfectly correct to refer 
to the air offensive, for instance, as 
a second front. Hitler had’ been 
receiving heavy blows from the air 
and those blows had their effect—

“All the fighting that is being 
done by the Allies is part of the 
second front and the fighting on all 
the fronts affect it,” said Maj.

Willkie Feted 


By Stalin at

MOSCOW, Sept. 28,— (AP) — 
Wendell Willkie departed by 
plane for China yesterday and 
later dispatches from Kuibyshev 
reported his safe arrival at that 
branch capital of the Soviet Un- 
ion.

‘dmonton’s Community Chest needs 
$90,000, with which to finance the opera- 
tions of the 28 charitable and welfare 
organizations thus affiliated, during the 
coming year. The appeal is now being 
made for subscriptions. 

The purposes in establishing the Com- 
munity Chest are fairly well known, and 
the results have been seen. One object 
was to cut down the multitude of appeals 
which formerly were made when each or- 
ganization went out to collect its own 
funds. Another was to prevent over- 
lapping in the expenditure of the money, 
and thus spread the help given. 

Both these purposes have been attain- 
ed. The householders and people on the 
streets have been relieved of incessant ap- 
peals. Over-lapping has been avoided. 
And, incidentally, fewer’ persons have 
had to spend time and energy going about 
the city collecting money for this, that, 
and the other organization. 

The public would certainly not want 
the Community Chest arrangement to 
break down, and leave them again subject 
to 28 separate money-raising campaigns 
in the course of the year. The way to pre- 
vent that is to contribute promptly and as 
generously as possible. ‘ 

The amount needed is rather less than 
one dollar per head of the population of 
the city. If each does his bit according to 
his ability and in the light of this average 
requirement, the fund will be made up 
quickly and the welfare work of the year 
thus provided for. # 


In a Jam 


There was a reason for Berlin’s fake 
announcement that the great convoy to 
Murmansk had been all but wiped out. 
It is disclosed in the official news that 40 
if not 50 Axis planes were shot down and 
a half dozen Axis submarines sunk or 
disabled in the eight-day running fight. 
Goebbels had to get into the minds of his 
hearers the idea that a great victory had 
been won, before these depressing facts 
could filter through to them. 

Another chapter in the story has also 
been released. The Tirpitz and other 
powerful units of the Nazi “fleet were sup- 
posed to join in the attack on the convoy. 
But they ran foul of Allied naval forces 
which chased them back into their Nor- 
wegian hide-outs. This bit of news will 
not help to spread cheer in Naziland 
either. Goebbels fell down rather badly 
on this incident. He should have beat 
the news to his listeners with a thrilling 
tale of how the Tirpitz had sunk the whole 
British battle fleet. 

The job of Herr Hitler’s purveyor of 
misinformation is in fact getting difficult. 
He can’t think up alibis in advance for all 
the reverses and failures that need to be 
discounted beforehand. His story that the 
capture of Stalingrad is not of much im- 
portance can hardly be convincing to the 
relatives of the half million men who have 
been killed and crippled in the attempt to 
take it. His attempt to turn the disastrous 
attack on the convoy into a victory will be 
no more assuring as the facts become 
known. As for the flight of the great 
Tirpitz, he evidently failed to find any 
excuse that would go down. 3

Wanted—$750,000,000 


The new Victory Loan is to be 
launched on October 19th. The sum asked 
for is $750,000,000. 

In the loan floated last February, 
$600,000,000 was the sum originally asked 
for. But the objective was raised, and 
$843,000,000 in cash was actually sub- 
scribed. With more than $150,000,000 of 
old bonds exchanged for the new ones, the 
total proceeds were beyond the $1,000,- 
000,000 mark, 

It is to be supposed, as was the case 
when former loans were announced, the 
$750,000,000 named as the objective of 
the new issue is the minimum, not the 
maximum, amount that is wanted. If more 
is subscribed, more punch can be put into 
the blows we deal the enemy, larger fight- 
ing forces built and maintained, more 
tools made and delivered to our Allies, * 

_ There is no question about it; a loan of 
this magnitude, following that of eight 
months ago, is a heavy demand. And it 
comes when our people are paying heavier 
taxes than we ever paid fore, much 
heavier. 

The February loan, plus the forthcom- 
ing loan at the stated amount, total:about 
$1,600,000,000, Expenditure for the year 
is placed at $3,900,000,000. Taxation is 
calenlated to bring in substantially more 
than $2,000,000,000. Undoubtedly these 
are large orders. ; 

But they are not beyond the capacity 
of the nation. We can put up the money. 
For if the demands are higher than ever 
before, so is the national income. Loans 
and taxes together will perhaps run to 
something more than 50 per cent of the 
total earnings of our people. This is 
about the proportion which the people of 
Great Britain are turning into their war 
chest; and productive industry in Britain 
is cramped and hindered as productive 
industry in Canada is not and never has 
been. 

What goes into the war chest comes 
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out again. It does not stay there, and is 
not destroyed. The bulk of Canada’s 
spending is done in Canada. Money sub- 
scribed for bonds—like money paid as 
taxes—-thus passes out again into circula- 
tion. The more bonds we buy, the larger 
the national income will be, this year and 
next.

A Summary of a Broad-

For the past three weeks, in this 
third series of broadcasts over 
CFRN for The Edmonton Bulletin. 
I have conscientiously endeavored 
to make out a case for the failure 
of the Allied Nations to establish 


lief of the Russian armies. 

I took that stand because I con- 
ceived it mygluty 
to do so. 

Now I must 
frankly confess 
that I have not 
convinced myself. 

It would be a 
most stupid piece 
of wilful  blind- 
ness to deny that, 
in this matter of 
the second front, 
there is today an 
open conflict be- 
tween Britain Harold L. Weir 
and the United States, on the one 
hand, and Russia, on the other. 

Whatever Mr. Churchill said to 
Mr. Stalin and Mr. Stalin said to 
Mr. Churchill, the fact stil! remains 
that Russian censorship is permit- 
ting bitter Russian criticism of our- | 
selves to leak out of the Soviet | 
Union. 

No matter what the official Rus- 
sian view may be, this reproach to 
us is the view of the Russian peo- 
ple. 


Civilization First 

Now I do not subscrihe for one 
minute to the notion that Russia is | 
running the war. I believe we are 
fighting to preserve, not Russia, but 
civilization. 

Nor can I subscribe to the rather 
feverish idea that the Russians are 
doing all the fighting while we sit 
back and wait. Our services are 
active everywhere. We are actively 
at war on every continent and on 
every sea. 

No, it is definitely not Russia's 
present military integrity that is so 
vitally at stake at this moment. It 
is something infinitely more im- 
portant. It is the unity of the Allied 
Nations. 

And the unity of the Allied Na- 
tions is our one vulnerable point. 

Germany and Japan and all their 
jackal followers cannot defeat us. 
But we can defeat ourselves by do- 
ing foolish and selfish things that 
create dissension among us. 

We are doing one of those fool- 
ish things now when we wait for a 
perfect technical set-up wherewith 
to invade continental Europe. 

It would be distasteful to me to} 
think that we should have to toady 
to Russia or to any other nation to! 
persuade them to stay in the war.| 
I should hate to think that we 
would have to flatter and fawn and 
coax in order to keep our military 
alliance alive. 


Based on Fact 


But we have not been asked to 
do any of these things, Russia's de-| 
mand of us is simple and direct and | 
based on known fact. All Russia 
asks of us is the diversion of 30 or 
40 German divisions which are} 
slowly squeezing the life out of the) 


Soviet Union. | 

This cry from Russia is not an 
attempt to dictate, It is not an in- 
solent or selfish demand. It is a 
death-bed appeal. 

Now the question that Britain and 
the United States must answer, 
within the next two weeks, is this: 

Can we afford to ignore that} 
death-bed appeal—not for Russia's | 
sake, although that should be} 
enough to move a response in any} 
Christian country, but for the sake 
of that world civilization we seek 
to defend? 

You see, our failure to. succor! 
Russia is not leading to disillusion- | 
ment in Russia alone, but to dis-! 
illusionment among our own people 
as well, 

For months we have permitted | 
grand talk about a second front to} 
publicly circulate. Our leaders have | 
made virtual promises. 

But our ambiguity, has come to 
nothing. Our good faith is at stake. 

We have got to stop playing fast 
and loose with people's lives and| 
people's faith. | 

This war is not a fight between | 
political machines to be conducted 
with smartness and shrewdness and 
the propaganda of “selling” tactics.

This war is a matter of life and 
death for states, for nations and for 
every individual. 

It requires the most scrupulous 
purity and honesty in its conduct. 
If we stall and fake and vacillate, 
and if we disillusion the masses of 
the people of this world, then God 
help us. 


Change in Strategy 

How is this vital assistance to 
Russia to be given? 

It seems to me it involves a fun- 
damental change in our strategy. 


It is extremely important, I think, | 
to understand the difference in the | 


strategy of our enemies and in our 
own strategy. 


The leadership of our enemies 
plans definite objectives to be 
gained — alternative objectives, 


sometimes, but definite ones. 

The high commands are instruct- 
ed to accomplish one or the other 
and to overcome the obstacies in 
the way. The technical planning of 
the campaign is the secondary fac- 
tor. The prime question is what 
must be accomplished within a cer- 
tain time. 

We go at it in the opposite man- 
ner. The political leaders ask their 


| military advisers what we have and 


what we can do with it. Surveying 
their means of warfare, they either 
plan a campaign or drop the pro- 


| ject. 


Leadership is tactical rather than 
objective. 

Meanwhile we give publicity to a 
tentative idea and then have to con- 
centrate our propaganda to our- 
selves and to the world on explain- 
ing our failures. 

It is not good enough. It is not 


| half good enough. 


And Russia and the second front 
make up a sorry case in point.

Knead 
lightly on lightly floured board 
Roll 1-3 inch thick; cut with floured 
1%4-inch doughnut cutter. Fry in 
deep fat (385 deg. F.) until golden

with American policy expressed | 
after raids early in June upon 
Rumanian oil fields and Axis 
Black Sea bases. At that time 
United States officials said the 
enemy would learn where Ameri- 
can pilots are in action only by | 
shooting them down. 

But it is no secret that in the last | 
fortnight there have been more air 
raids in the Balkans than have been | 
accounted for in Russian or British | 
announcements. 


“UNIDENTIFIED” PLANES 

On Sept. 9, when the Russians | 
pounded Budapest, the Hungarian 
capital, “unidentified” planes bomb- 
ed Zagreb, capital of Crotia. Five 
nights later Bucharest, Rumania’s 
capital, and the Ploesti oil fields 
were heavily attacked by planes 
described as Russian and Sofia, 
Bulgarian capital, and several other 
towns in that country were the tar- 
gets of raiders of undetermined na- 
tionality, 

The importance of targets which 
American plane factories are put- 
ting within reach of the United Na- 
tions is illustrated by reliable re- 
ports of Axis troop and supply 
movements in August across the 
Balkan rail system toward Africa 
and Russia.
